MONTREAL, Aug. 24.—Senator 
L. O. David died here today. He was 


| 86 years of age. 


Hon. Laurent Oliver David  be- 
one of the most prominent 
figures in Canada during a full and 


| varied life as a lawyer, journalist, 


author, government and civic official, 
the Quebec legislature 
and senator of the Dominion of 
Canada. 


Born at Sault Au Recollet, March 
24, 1840, the son of Major Stanis- 
laus and Elizabeth Tremblay David, 
Senator David was educated at the 
College of St. Theres and was call- 
ed to the bar in 1864. 

Journalism occupied the attention 
of Mr. David when he assisted to 
establish and became chief editor of 
the Illustrated Weekly L’Opinion 
Publuque in 1870. In 1874 he helped 
found Le Bien Public. 

Parliamentary Career 

The future senator’s first connec- 

tion with parliament was as a trans-

The 
negotiations are not yet finished. 
My officials are meeting on Tues- 
day and we are not meeting just for 
nothing. Give us your trust and we 
will see that the best arrangements 
are made.” 
Ship Coal Today 

LONDON, Aug. 23.—For the first 
time in 17 weeks coal is scheduled 
to be shipped out of the Midlands 
area today, Some 6,000 men of the 
20,000 coal miners in Nottingham- 
shire and Derbyshire who signed to 
return to work actually entered the 


pits today and began producing 
coal, 
The mine owners expressed satis- 


faction at the situation and at the 


number of men who returned to 
work considering the intensive cam- 
paign made by the union leaders to 
prevent a break in the ranks of the 
strikers. Union pickets, including 
many women, presuaded hundreds 
of men who arrived at the pitheads 
not to go down in the mines. 
Strike Powers 

LONDON, Aug. 21.—A battle to 
decide whether the trades union 
council should be given wider pow- 
ers in the calling of general strikes 
or whether the present powers 
should be seriously curtailed, is the 
prospect which congress foresees 
for its annual meeting during the 
week beginning September 6.

PEACE DELEGATES TAKE

and Bishop Diaz, of Tabasco, 

Pope to Decide 

It is understood that the commit- 
tee has been sending detailed cable 
communications to the Vatican 
through Monsignor Caruana, at Ha- 
vana, the papal legate, who recently 
was expelled from Mexico, Any ac- 
tion by the episcopate concerning 
the registration of priests as re- 
quired by thé new religious regula- 
tion and resumption of church ser- 
vices is believed to depend on the 
pope’s reply. 

Meanwhile, the episcopate plan to 
seek constitutional ameadment of 
the religious clauses of the con- 
stitution, as suggested by Presi- 
dent Calles, continues unchanged. 
A considerable time may pass be- 
fore congress acts one way or the 
other upon the matter. Consequent- 
ly, the public is centering its hopes 
upon the possibility that the episco- 
pate will resume church services as 
a result of President Calles’ assur- 
ances that the registration of priests 
is only for  administratrative pur 
poses and that the government does 
not purpose to interfere with re 
ligicus dogmas, 

Economic Boycott 

Although the episcopate will not 
take any action on the econmic boy- 
cott which was ordered by the Lea- 
gue for the defence of Religious 
Liberty, some in close touch with 
the situation think that the league 
will abandon the boycott whenever 
the episcopate orders church — ser- 
vices to be resumed. In other quar- 
ters, however, there is fear that the 
league may attempt to maintain the 
boycott until congress amends the 
constitution, an act which would 
continue the present business dis- 
tress for some mgnths and possibly 
longer.
